LIFE BEGINS 

Tlumka to aii interesting book 
and a popular musical play, the 
phrase “life begins” has taken 




on a new meaning. A previous 
generation used to refer to those 
who were dead but did not 
know they were. 

Despite the change in mean¬ 
ing of phrases and expressions 
the human body in its develop¬ 
ment continues to follow along 
well-established lines. No mat¬ 
ter at what age you may con¬ 
sider life begins, the develop 
ment of your teetli liegan at 
least six months before the 
day of your birth. 

After all the important quest 
ion is "What happens?” rather 
than “When did something be- m 
gin?” It is of no particular 
value for us to know that al¬ 
though most babies are born 
without any visible signs of 
teeth, yet the teeth are wgll 
under way even if they are hid¬ 
den. This information, however 
is of no particular value unless 
we make use of it. 

Actually, from the point of 
view of dental health, this is 
the most important idea for 
us to get hold of. The r oundnes fc 
of our teeth depends upon the 
"’hen the structure of the 
food we eat during that period 
teeth is being laid down. The 
diet of the expectant mother ■ 
determines the kind of teeth — 
baby will have for his first 
what he continues to eat dur¬ 
ing the early years of life is 
the deciding factor as to the 
kind of teeth he will have 
and how long they will last. 

Nothing i s of more interest 
to the family than baby's first 
tooth. Few things should be of 
as much interest as the loss of 
the first permanent tooth. It 
is, unfortunate that lack of 
reasanoble care in eating the 
right kinds of food, neglect of 
cleaning and delay in securiing 
dental care lead to so much 
dental disease, but this is so. 

It is not suggested that any 
one hould have to eat with his 
mind fixed on his teeth alone. 
The teeth are a part of the 
body and so the! are affected, for 
good or ill, by those thinngs 
which make or- mar the health 
of the body. Food that is good 
for the whole body is good for 
the teeth. Milk, fruits, green 
leafy vegetables, egg-yolk and 
cod-liiver oil are the foods - 
which the growing child needs « 
in abunance . a 

The teeth should bo kept ■ 
ciean. The most important | 
time to brush the teeth is be- R 
fore going to bed, and it is des- I 
irable also to brush them after 
each meal. Once decay has star 
ted, there is only one way to 
arrest it and that is through 
proner dental treatment.
